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Improved Dandy dy Roll. 








Tne dandy roll herewith illustrated 
; said to present the following advantages : 

It makes a more distinct laid mark, and 
the laid is more equal on both sides of the 
sheet. It also aids materially in keeping 
the color equal on both sides of the sheet, 
because the woven cover, which is under- 
neath, keeps the water on the paper, and 
therefore does not allow the fibre to be 
opened up so much. The paper machine 
can be worked at a higher rate of speed, as 
the woven part of the roll, which keeps the 
water more on the paper, prevents its lift- 
ing the fibre. The woven cover also pre 
vents the liquid material or stuff from get- 
ting into the inside of the roll (which hap- 
pens in the case of the ordinary roll), and 
thus saves the time and the paper which is 
lost while cleaning the ordinary roll. 

Figure 1 of the drawings presents a longi- 
tudinal view and Fig. 2 an end view of this 
roll, 

The frame B of the roll may be constructed 
in any usual manner, and upon this frame 
there is first secured a cover, A, of woven 
wire. Upon this woven wire is then wound 
areund spirally or laid wire, C, which is se- 
cured to the woven cover at its end by sol- 
dering or otherwise, Over this spiral wire 
are secured line mark wires, D, longitudinal- 
ly of the axis of the roll. These wires, D, 
may be secured to the spiral wires by means 
of solder. It willthus be seen that whereas 
the ordinary roll has only one cover this roll 
has a woven cover placed on it first. A wire 
isthen run over this woven cover, and the 
line marks are secured on the top of the laid 
wire. The laid marks there run longitudi- 
nally of the machine instead of across, as is 
the case with ordinary laid rolls. The un- 
der woven cover is so woven or so laid upon 
the roll as to allow thereon the reverse way 
of the ordinary woven wire, or it would be 
impossible to run the line wires around the 
body or frame with an ordinary woven 
wire. 

This arrangement of wires for producing 
laid and line marks can be easily applied to 
laid cover on rolls at present in use. In or- 
der to produce laid line writing papers the 
wires are soldered on about a quarter of an 
inch apart, or whatever distance is required 


for the laid line mark on the paper. 
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Extracting Sulphurous Acid from 
Furnace Gases. 





A patent has been taken out for an 
apparatus for extracting sulphurous acid by 
means of water from furnace gases and 
other gaseous mixtures containing the acid 
and utilizing the absorbed sulphurous acid 
in various manufacturing processes, 

The furnace or other gases are conducted 
through a widened flue in which a main 
heating apparatus is located, and thence 
through a curved tube to the lower part of 
an absorption tower to the upper part of 
which cold water is supplied in a fine spray 
from a suitable reservoir by means of sprink- 
lers, The gas passes in an upward direc- 
tion and in a counter current to the descend- 
ing water through the absorption tower, 
which is filled with lattice work, wicker 
work or other equivalent devices for pro- 
ducing a large surface and obtaining a fine 
Subdivision of the water. The sprayed 
Water absorbs in the tower the sulphurous 
acid contained in the furnace gases, and 
passes off from the tower into a closed reser- 
voir located somewhat below the bottom of 
the tower, Both the tower and the reser- 
voir are supported high enough so that the 
Water is under sufficient pressure to insure 
its passage through a preliminary heater, 
as well as through the main heating appa- 
ratus, The remaining gases are drawn off 
Ly means of a suction fan from the upper 
partof the tower through a pipe and con- 
ducted off, 

From the reservoir the water containing 


sulphurous acid is conducted through a pipe 
to the lower part of a preliminary heater, 
which consists of a number of square lead 
plates located above each other, so as to 
form a number of horizontal spaces of large 
surface and comparatively low height. The 


water passes in the lowest space from the | 


left to the right, and is conducted at the 
right hand end by a vertical connection to 
the third space, then at the opposite end of 
the third space by a vertical connection to 
the fifth space, and so on alternately in zig- 


zag flues from the right to the left and back | 


again from the left to the right around 
the intermediate spaces. 
spaces serve for the passage of the hot wa- 
ter from which the sulphurous acid gases 
have been separated, which water is con- 
ducted through the intermediate spaces in a 
direction at right angles to that of the cold 
water in the uneven spaces. The hot water 
enters the preliminary heater at one side 
through a pipe and passes from the top of 
the heater downward to the lower part, 
leaving the heater through a pipe at the 
opposite side. The lead plates which 
form the preliminary heater are supported 
by transverse beams of lead, arranged in 
the even spaces through which the hot water

is conducted, in the direction of the current 
of the water, so that by the cross currents 
the heat of the hot water is communicated 
through the lead partition plates to the as- 
cending cold water containing the sulphur- 
ous acid, which is thereby gradually heated 
in proportion as the hot descending water 
gives forth its heat. The acidulated water 
thus heated up in the preliminary heater 
leaves the heater and is conducted by a pipe 
into the left hand end of the main heating 
apparatus, in which the heat of the furnace 
gases is utilized for heating the water still 
more, while accomplishing at the same time 
a partial cooling of the furnace gases. 


The main heating apparatus consists of a 
number of closed leaden vessels or pans 
placed one above the other at a suitable 
distance from each other; these pans are 
of moderate height but considerable length, 
through which the water is to circulate al- 
ternately from the bottom upward. The 
water enters the lowest lead pan at the left 
end of the main heater, and passes in a 
direction opposite to the furnace gases 
through longitudinal channels formed by 
leaden beams to the opposite or right end 
of the lower lead pan, where it communi- 
cates by a transverse open part formed by 
shortening the lead beams, as at the left-hand 
end, with two bent side pipes, then enters 
the next higher pan and circulates here 
from the front to the rear of the main heater, 
then by bent side pipes to the next higher 
pan, and so on alternately until it escapes 
through an outlet pipe. The leaden pans 
are placed on iron beams let at the sides 
into the brickwork, and supported at the 
centre by columns or other suitable sup- 
ports. The furnace gases pass longitudi- 
nally through flat channels located inter- 
mediately between the pans, and heat the 
water in the pans above and below. The 
lead plates are protected from doubling up 
by leaden supports placed in the direction 
of the circulating water, but which do not 
reach up to the front walls, so as to allow 
the water to enter freely into the separate 
compartments. The water must be kept in 
this apparatus until it has attained a tem- 
perature of 100° centigrade. The flow of 
the water in the main heating apparatus 
is also caused by the pressure of the water 
in the higher situated reservoir, The water, 
after being heated to 100° centigrade, passes 
through the outlet pipe into the upper part

For producing pure sulphurous acid the 
separation of the sulphurous acid gases from 
the hot acidulated water is accomplished by 
passing superheated steam in a counter cur- 
rent through the finely subdivided spray pro- 
duced by the action of the rotary disks as 
the hot water passes alternately from the 
same to the fixed rings. The supply of hot

water and steam is regulated by suitable 
cocks or valves. The superheated steam is 
not absorbed by the hot spray water, but as- 
sists in generating steam from it while ac- 
celerating the separation of the sulphurous 
acid gases, The resulting mixture of sul- 
phurous acid and steam is conducted by a 
pipe from the separating tower into a con- 
densing coil, which is cooled by water, so 
that the steam is condensed. The water of 
condensation which contains some sulphur- 
ous acid is reconducted to the separating 
tower, while the sulphurous acid gases are 
conducted off to be dried and finally col- 
lected in lead compartments in order that 
they may be utilized. The hot water col- 
lected in the lower part of the separating 
tower is conducted by a pipe to the hot 
water channels of the preliminary heater, 
and is utilized for heating up the acidu- 
lated solution passing through in its interme- 
diate channels, 
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Sulphite Cellulose.

A patent taken out by A. Bergé, of 
Brussels, gives practical proof of the action 
of sulphurous acid in disintegrating wood. 
The patent is for a process for the ‘‘ sac- 
charification of starch and matters contain- 
ing starch by means of sulphurous acid.” 
According to this process, starch, grain or 
potatoes are heated and dissolved in a 
covered vessel with a 3 or 5 per cent. solu- 
tion of sulphurous acid or bisulphite of 
lime at from 110° to 145° (230° to 293° 
Fahr.). The choice of temperature depends 
on the use to be made of the solutions. If 
beer worts are required, in which the ex- 
tractive matter has to be obtained, the 
lower temperature is adopted. If the sac- 
charine solution is be as free as 
possible from secondary components, the 
higher temperature is selected. 

The unayoidable change by oxidation of 
pure sulphurous acid to sulphuric acid, 
which blackens the saccharine solutions, 
Bergé endeavors to counteract by first ex- 
pelling the oxygenated air from the boilers 
and the substances by means of carbonic 
acid, 

But this procedure is unnecessary if a 
solution of bisulphite of lime is used, as the

The stock being placed in the engine, per- 
manganate of potassium or sodium in a 
diluted solution of sulphuric acid is added 
thereto until the well-known red color ceases 
to disappear quickly, but remains about a 
quarter of an hour or until the material has 
attained the required whiteness. The greater 
part of the permanganate is reduced to sul- 
phate of the monoxide of manganese, but 
toward the termination of the process one 


part of oxide of manganese or peroxide of 
manganese is produced. 

The oxidation being completed, the oxides 
are dissolved by means of a reducing agent. 
This method of treating the crude cellulose 
is intended to be a continuation of the orig- 
inal solution process for the complete re- 
moval of all hard or crusty matters. That 
the material produced is quite a different 
substance from the crude cellulose is proved 
by its smaller weight, dazzling white color, 
and paper manufactured from this pulp is 
said to turn a dead white and not be trans- 


parent.

Hints and Suggestions to Run- 
ning Engineers. 





By W. H. WAKEMAN, 


In nearly every mechanical paper that 
is published at present may be found hints 
and suggestions to the running engineer as 
to the best way to perform the duties of his 
position. 

Some of these are very valuable, others 
are ludicrous, and a portion of them are ex- 
asperating to the well posted engineer. A 
few examples, illustrating the latter two 
classes, may be of interest. 

One writer says, ‘‘ Use steam hot, dry and 
fast.” This is very good practice, without 
doubt, but if a man is in charge of a boiler 
that continually primes on account of poor 
design, how is he to use the steam “‘ dry ?” 
Or if he runs an engine with a piston speed 
of 300 feet or less per minute, how is he to 
use it ‘‘ fast?” And if he does not do these 
things, is he to blame for it? Again we 
read, ‘* Cut off so that the terminal will just 
run to the ¥acuum line in non-condensing 
engines.” Before considering the practica- 
bility of doing this in all cases, I will remark 
that many engineers believe that when con- 
ditions are such that a terminal pressure of 
5 pounds above the atmospheric line is 
realized very good economy is the result. 
The writer of this advice implies that the 
point of cut-off may be varied at the will of 
the engineer, but can this always be done? 
I think not. 

With a variable cut-off, in which the posi- 
tion of the cut-off valve is regulated by a 
wheel on the outside of the cylinder, or with 
a valve gear fitted with a link motion, this can 
but few

cut-off is fixed for all time (unless the engine 
is rebuilt, which is out of the question). 
the automatic engine there are three factors 
which combine to regulate the point of cut- 
off, namely—speed, load and pressure.

case of an engine used for manufacturing 


purposes. 

The pressure can be varied at the pleasure 
of the man in charge, but is it a good plan to 
so regulate this as to cause the terminal pres- 
sure to just run to the vacuum line in non- 
condensing engines? And where should it 
run to in the case of condensing engines, I 
should like to ask? 

Many engines are running under such 
conditions that to do this would make it 
necessary to lower the boiler pressure to 30 
pounds, or even less, and I think that very 
few engineers would recommend the use of 
steam at such a pressure as being economi- 
cal, 

Another piece of advice is as follows: 
‘*Have clearance enough to save the heads 
or piston from wrecking, in case water gets 
into the cylinder.” As a general thing the 
amount of clearance is determined by the 
builder of the engine, and not by the one 
who runs it, and therefore he is not respon- 
sible for the amount being too small, and 
such advice is of no value to him, I have 
in mind the case of an engine in which the — 
clearance is so small that, as the follower 
bolt heads project slightly beyond the face 
of the follower plate, it was necessary to 
bore into the cylinder head in order to allow 
the engine to pass the centre. Suppose that 
the engineer in charge should wish to profit 
by the above advice and make the clearance 
larger, how could it be done? The piston. 
could be taken out and a narrower one sub- 
stituted, or the crank could be taken off and 
a shorter one put on, either of which would 
be quite a contract, as the engine is quite a 
good sized one. And is it likely that he 
could induce his employer to doit? Judg- 
ing by the fact that they would not furnish 
a 15 cent oil can to replace one worn out, 
when requested to do so, I should be in- 
clined to think that they would refuse. And 
again who is to determine whether it is too 
small for safety or not? It could not be 
made much smaller, and as it has run for 
many years without accident it is strong 
proof that it is all right, or at least would 
be so considered by the average steam user. 
And even provided that this clearance was 
enlarged to four times its present size, if 
the boilers were filled full of water probably 
they would find themselves minus a cylinder 
head, or some other damage would be the 
result. 

The following advice is also given: ‘* Turn 
the piston head from time totime.” This is 
very poor practice, for the following reason : 
When the piston has run in one position for 
a number of years it wears on the lower side 
so as to exactly fit the cylinder, and.if the 
piston rod is kept central, by means of the 
set screws and check nuts provided for that 
purpose, all will be well; but suppose that 
we now proceed to turn the piston one- 
quarter of a revolution in the cylinder, what 
is the result? Instead of resting on a well 
fitting bearing, extending nearly one-half 
way around the cylinder, the piston will 
rest on a point comparatively, and if the 
cylinder is not scored on this account it is 
more by good luck than by good manage- 
ment. And even if the piston is turned one- 
eighth of a revolution once in three months, 
for instance, the result will be that in the 
course of time we shall have a piston smaller 
in diameter than the cylinder, and conse- 
quently very small bearing ; 
whereas if it is never turned at all a full 
bearing is secured, and I fail to see what 
possible harm can follow.

out with arush. I am well aware that many 
steam pipes that drain toward the boiler are 
in constant use, and notrouble is experienced 
with them, but this but proves that other 
conditions are favorable. Many more of 
these hints and suggestions might be men- 
tioned, but enough has been spoken of to 
call attention to the fact that it 
carefully consider such information as is 
given in these short paragraphs, as while 
some parts of it are very good, others will 
lead to trouble and annoyance if followed

Print papers hold their position quite firmly, 
while heavy straw papers are reported to 
have advanced recently fully 10 per cent. 

From dealers’ hands there is quite a move- 
ment in paper, and the local trade generally 
report a very good business. 

The present condition of trade, while be- 
ing fairly satisfactory will grow more so as 
the season advances. 

The conditions of the paper stock market 
do not call for any glowing comment. The 


gin of profit is narrowed down somewhat. 
The arrivals of paper stock this week are 
above the average of late, and this showing 
may continue for a few weeks, but these 
receipts are delayed shipments which were 
held back during the recent London strike 
of freight handlers. This stock is all sold to 
arrive, and is going into consumption as re- 
ceived. Itis claimed by importers that the 
quantity of rags of desirable grades in stcre 
is too limited to figure on. Present prices 
hold firm, since it is impossible to shade 
them and not suffer a loss on the trans- 
action. 


The receipts of paper stock for the past 
seven days include 2,614 bales of rags, 888 
bales and 141 coils of manillas and 507 bales 
of miscellaneous grades. There were re- 
ceived also 1,488 bales of chemical pulp and 
342 bales of straw pulp.

THE Internationai American Congress 
formally orgarized at Washington on 
Wednesday, and were welcomed by the 
Secretary of State in very felicitous lan- 
guage. The delegates to the congress 
are now making a tour through the coun- | 


try for the purpose of visiting some of 
our most important industrial and com- 
mercial centres, the sittings having been | 
adjourned until November 18. We ob- 
serve that the Stationers’ Board of Trade | 
of this city and the manufacturers of | 
Holyoke have appointed committees’ 
whose duty it will be to facilitate the in- 
spection of our important interests and 
extend other courtesies as circumstances 
will permit. It is an important feature 
that our merchants and manufacturers 
are beginning to look tothe trade of the 
American countries lying beyond our 
southern border. The importance of ex- 
tending our intercourse and trade in that 
direction has been frequently urged by 
THE JOURNAL, and we sincerely hope 
that the important advantages to arise 
from closer commercial relationship with 
our southern neighbors will not be longer 
slighted. 





THE annual meeting of the National 
Board of Trade is to be held in Louis- 
ville, Ky., on the 16th inst. This 1s 
probably about as representative a body 
ef merchants as can be found. It is com- 
posed of the most intelligent and pro- 
gressive men of the various exchanges, 
boards of trade and chambers of com- 
merce throughout the country, and the 
result of their earnest deliberations has 
in times past had a marked influence 
upon legislation, shaping, in some in- 
stances at least, some very important 
enactments. The coming meeting will 
be even more interesting in many re- 
spects than its predecessors, inasmuch as 
the subjects to be discussed are of more 
than usual importance. The New York 
delegates from the Chamber ef Com- 
merce and Board of Trade are to in- 
troduce and, if possible, obtain the 
adoption of a resolution favoring a 
bounty for American shipping, the ex- 
tension of our trade on the American 
continent and a national anti-adultera- 
tion law. They will also ask the conven- 
tion to urge Congress to reduce the letter 
postage rate to 1 cent and to give its

Obituary. 


FRED. MESSER. 

Fred. Messer, president and general man- 
ager of the Beloit Iron Works, Beloit, Wis., 
died on September 27, of typhoid pneumo- 
nia, after an illness ot only seven days. He 
died in the prime of manhood, being only 
forty-one years of age. 

His death was very sudden and unexpected, 
and he leaves, besides a family, a large

What isthe condition now in the United 

States as compared with that in 1850? The | 
iverage rate of wages in this country from 
850 to 1880 has been increased 42 per cent.

880 increased 170 per cent., with the work- 
rs’ ratio in 1850 45 per cent. of the whole, 
igainst §2 per cent. in 1880. What a fright- 
ul calamity to our 26,348,000 laboring popu- 
ation ! 

The value of our manufactures in 1850 
yas $1,110,000,000, employing 958,004 opera- 
tives, with a gross product of $1,105 each, 
igainst $5,585,000,000 in 1880, with 2,733,000 

peratives, with a gross product each of | 
$2,045, Supporting and educating 13,665,000 
f our population, or more than one-quarter 
f the whole. The wages of these operators | 
in 1850 aggregated $225,000,000, averaging 
$255 each, against, 1880, $990,000,000 wages 
paid to 2,733,000 operatives, or an average | 
of $360 to each, an increase of $105 per 
capita. The domestic consumption of 

domestic manufactured articles in 1880 was 

more than five thousand million dollars ; 

the wages for manufacturing supported 

more than one-quarter of the population, in- 

stead of supporting a like number of people 

in foreign countries. ‘“‘It is a condition 

that confronts us, not a theory.” 

The States of New York and New Jersey 
are large manufacturing States, the value of 
manufactures in these two States being, in 
1880, $1,335,076,932, with 35,248,000 acres 
area, worth as much money in 1880 as 494,- 
387,200 acres area of the lands in twelve 
Southern States, all attributed to the fact 
that nearly one-fifth of the manufactures of | 
the United States are in these two Northern 
States, while, in 1880, in the twelve Southern 
States the manufactures were very small. 
This shows how the land owner is enriched 
by manufactures. 

The aggregate wealth of the United States 
in 1850 was $7,420 000,000, with 23,192,000 
population, against 1880, $45,385,000,000 
aggregate wealth—more than Great Britain 
—the population numbering 50,156,000. The 
increase in wealth in thirty years has been 
$37,965,000. This increase comprised $10,- 
180,000,000 in farms, $4,905 000,000 in rail- 
roads, $2,360,000,000 in factories, and $20,- 
520,000,000 in houses and sundries. 

The population now is between 65,000,000 | 
and 66,000,000, and is increasing about 
2,000,000 yearly. The value of the manu- 
factures of the country in 1890 will have 
probably increased from $5,585,000,000 in 
1880 to between $8.000,000,000 and $9,000,- 
000,000. The railway mileage will have in- 
creased from 88,000 miles in 1880 to nearly 
160,000 miles in 1890. The country is annv- | 
ally producing about 3,000,000,000 bushels 
of grain, of which about fourteen-fifteenths 
finds a market within the country, besides 
most of our $8,000,000,000 value of manufac- 
tures. The accumulated wealth of the coun- 
try in 1890 will have reached, at the $1,265,- 
000,000 previous annual increase, about 
$58,035,000,000, which will be at the least 
$10,000,00c,000 more than the accumulated 
wealth of Great Britain.—American Econ- 
omist.

a trifle better. This condition of things is 
not confined to the jobber and dealer in pa- 
per, but it applies with equal force to mat- 
The pro- 
duction has in more than one instance been 
quite considerably curtailed, while here and 
there an idle machine meets the eye. No 
one in the trade seems to know just why 
this condition of things exists, yet the cold 
stubborn facts cannot be got away from. 

The Moore & White Company, builder of 
paper mill machinery of every description, 
reports a fairly active condition of trade. It 
had a most successful spring season, and 
during the early months of the year filled 
many orders from mills all over the country 
for its machinery designed especially for 
paper making. White's ‘‘ patent stop cut- 
ters” are just the thing to have about a 
mill, and many have been placed during the 
past year. All of this firm’s paper mill ma- 
chinery is of the heaviest and most approved 
pattern, and guaranteed as represented. 

A. G. Elliott & Co. started yesterday, Octo- 
ber 1, upon the sixth year of their business 
career in their present location. They 
have seen their business grow until it 
now assumes vast proportions and is 
steadily growing. Their parchment paper 
is fairly booming, it being almost im- 
possible for them to keep the supply equal 
to the demand. They are meeting with 
much success, too, with the No. 1 plate 
paper of E. & S. May, for which they re- 
cently assumed the agency. Trade with 
them at present is inclined to slow up a 
trifle, but a more active market is looked for 
soon.

of soft coals in New England mills, and their universal use elsewhere, has made 
the mechanical handling and firing of this class of fuels a leading factor in the 


problem of economy. 


With the critical carefulness which we believe has always 


tempered the enterprise of this concern, we have, after an investigation covering 
the better part of two years, selected the Roney Mechanical Stoker as the most 
perfect and possibly the only practical representation of ghis class of machinery.

This is 
almost obvious, since the coal is fully cooked and the gases burned first, the fire 
always uniform in thickness, the firing continuous, and the fire doors never opened— 
a fact for which the boiler itself is doubtless devoutly thankful. Now if you ask 
us how much coal we will save—we don't know and never shall know. * We will 
save what you now lose through disadvantageous firing, and that is all. If you 
drop a dollar out of your vest pocket we can pick up the dollar, but we can’t pick 
up a dollar and a half. But perhaps you didn’t know that you had dropped the 


dollar ? 


CHEAP FUELS.—Where slack, or slack and dust, or in fact 


any form of cheap or refuse fuels can be bought at a lower price than run-of-mine, 
then the stoker gives a big leverage on economy, since, on the whole, it takes more 
kindly ¢@0 this grade of fuel, ton for ton, than to lump coals. . In the West this 
characteristic frequently becomes the most valuable item. In the East the lower 
price of mine slack becomes a less percentage owing to the greater preponderance 
of freights in the total cost delivered. But 50 cents a ton saved at the nine is car- 
ried right through to the mill and might as well be realized. Then, too, gard dust, 
screenings, culm (and in one case locomotive “ sparks") all count as coal, | 


LABOR.—In small plants the labor saved is nothing. In 
plants it is very considerable, particularly when coal and ash conveying apparatus 
is used in connection with the stoker, as is nearly always the case. The best idea“ » » 
of this can be obtained from citing a single illustration of a large plant of sixty 


stokers which we have recently erected under 7,500 horse power of boilers. Three 
hundred tons are consumed per day, and this entire amount is elevated, distributed, fed, 
fired, cleaned, and the ashes dropped and conveyed to the dump without the swing of a 
shovel. This comes pretty near to natural gas in convenience. . 
SMOKELESSNESS.—We are jealous of our clean cities here in the | 
East, and particularly we don’t care to spend much money to dirty them up. A mechani- 
cal stoker, if left alone, is as perfect a smoke consuming—not smoke concealing—device | 


as has thus far appeared. 


The engraving shows the general arrangement of the Roney Stoker under a hori- 
zontal return tubular boiler. The extended furnace is desirable, but not necessary. We 


have applied them in large nambers to every form of sectional and safety boiler, and 
have a clean record in many of the largest boiler plants in the country. 


The application of the stoker to the remodeling of existing boiler plants is for- 
tunately easy.

not used to a very good advantage. 
haps the cut-off is very short, 
if the valves were perfectly tight the steam 
would be expanded to atmospheric pressure 
before the piston had traveled three-quar- 
ters of its stroke, but the valves leak so 
badly that it does not come down to this 
pressure until the end of the stroke. This 
would apparently be a great waste of fuel, 
but what will the effect be in this case if 
we make these valves perfectly tight ? 

As the steam which has leaked through 
has developed some power, the first thing 
that we shall notice will be that the point 
of cut-off is lengthened to a small extent, 
which will partially counteract the saving 
made by stopping the leak, and still it is so 
short that the steam is expanded below the 
atmospheric line, and at the end of the 
stroke we are working against the effects of 
a vacuum, which is more or less perfect ac- 
cording to circumstances, which will cause 
the point of cut-off to be still farther in the 
next stroke, and this will also detract from 
our prospective saving. 

According to the testimony of those who 
claim to know, the loss caused by cylinder 
condensation is large, and the lower the 
steam is expanded the greater the loss from 
this source ; consequently, when we stop the 
leak, and so cause the pressure to be lower 
at the end of the stroke, which, in turn, low- 
ers the temperature of the cylinder, the loss 
from this source is greater than it was be- 
fore the valves were made tight. Taking 
all of these things into consideration, I be- 
lieve that there are cases in which the sav- 
ing that could be made in this way is very 
small indeed. While the engine is taking 
steam on the head end, for instance, the 
valve on the crank end is allowing steam to 
pass out of the steam chest, and this steam 
escapes into the exhaust pipe without do- 
ing any work; but, nevertheless, even this 
is not all wasted, as the cylinder is kepi at 
a higher temperature, thereby lessening the 
condensation when steam is again admitted 
to drive the piston. Im cases where the 
point of cut-off is long some of these argu- 
ments would not apply, but there are many 
in which they will. I do not wish to appear 
to be an advocate of the idea thatit is a good 
thing to use leaky steam valves, for I am 
not

Fuel Economy.

There are so many points connected 
with fuel economy that a thorough experi- 
ence alone can point out proper practice in 
any individual case. 


For example, a boiler capable of evaporat- | h 


ing a certain amount of water per pound of 

fuel evaporates a ton of water in a certain 

period of time. By increasing the amount 

of fuel burned the boiler will give a larger | 
duty, but this does not necessarily imply | 
that it will continue to evaporate the same 
weight of water per pound of fuel, for there 
is to be considered the ratio of fuel burned 
to heating surface, or, as it should be more 
correctly termed, absorbing surface. Com- 
mon practice takes cognizance of the ratio 
of grate to heating surface, but this is 
clearly inaccurate, or at least misleading, 
for the weight of fuel burned under the 
boiler may be anything from 8 to 28 pounds 
per square foot. When, for ideas of econ- 
omy, it is desired to alter the conditions as 
regards draught of a boiler, the evaporation

Thus a grate of too large 
area tends actually to be a cause for its own 
magnitude, for it admits cold, 
one part, and demands fuel burning on an- 
other part to heat such cold air. It tends, 
in fact, to keep itself covered with fuel until 


useless air on 


its surplus area is so far under burning as 


to reduce the inrush of cold air to such a 


| point as not to require any further fuel to 


heat it up. 

If, on inspecting such a gate, it appeared 
that a good fire existed over a length of 5 
feet, and the end half foot was bare, it 
would be at once necessary to reduce the 
grate by half afoot. But this reduction of 
alf a foot of bare bars would stop the in- 
rush of useless air, and this being no longer 
able to act as a cooling agent the boiler 
would gather heat and the safety 
would blow until perhaps the bars again got 
bare for 2 inches or so, which would admit 
air again and keep the tempefature down. 
Hence, in place of having shortened the 
grate a half foot, we should really take off 
9 inches at Once, or even more, so as to re-

| move not merely the visible bare grate, but 


also such portion of the covered grate as is 
cavered by virtue of the heat absorbing re- 
quirements of the uncovered portion. 

In firing, as a rule, it is to be observed 
that it is almost universal practice to keep 
up a good thick fire at the front, gradually 
sloping back to the bridge to mere ash or 
clinker only too frequently.
